especially in view of the release by 
Carranza and surrender of the pri- 
soners at Chihuahua. 


At th« same time Secretary Lans- 


ing stated that there was no change 
in policy in regard to keeping the 
American force* in Mexico, so far as 
he knows. Indications from the de- 
partment show that they will continue 
to wait upon Carranza unless trouble 
developes below the border. 


Demands for Peace 


The demands on President Wilson 


and congress to keep the U. S. out of 
war with Mexico are assuming alarm- 
ing proportions in the 
propoganda 


outlined. 
It was learned today that 


thousands of telegrams were received 
by President Wilson and the house 
for the past several days.

"We strongly urge you to exhort 
every means of preventing war with 
Mexico."

110 miles front from the Somme 
to

In one of the most bloody 


engagements of the war, the French 
have surrounded Danloup, northeast 
of Verdun early loday. Tho Germans 
killed thousands of men against the 
stronghold in a scries of precipitat- 
ing charges and drove the French 
out. 
Counter attacking willi heavy 


reserve forces tho French ejected the 
Germans and the entire position was 
given into the hands of the French at I 
0 o'clock, MX hours after the attack | 
began. 


Thr arrival of Gorman reinforce- 


ment:, throw the British back on tho 
Somroe, except at one point, but the 
French continued to smash back the 
Germans south of the river.
